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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese Patent 2000- 
320672 (JP '672). 

JP '672 discloses an oil ring having an upper rail 3, lower rail 4, and expander 2. The 
upper rail has a curved surface (near hne 7) joined to the upper surface by a decreasing radial 
width (at 5). The lower rail has a curved surface (near 8) joined to the lower surface by a 
decreasing radial width (at 6). 

3. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Phillips 
(2,712,971). 

Phillips discloses an oil ring having an upper rail 1 1, lower rail 1 1, and expander 8. The 
upper rail has a curved surface (16 in Fig. 5) joined to the upper surface by a decreasing radial 
width (at 13). The lower rail has a curved surface (16, Fig. 5) joined to the lower surface by a 
decreasing radial width (at 13). The outer circumferential surfaces of the rails have a low- 
friction treatment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaUy disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
PhiUips^971. 

Phillips does not disclose the radial width is from in the ranges required by the claims. It 
is not considered inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine 
experimentation absent the showing of some criticality of the claimed ranges. See In re AUer, 
105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the radial width with the ranges 
required by the claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
